1. INDOCHINA 

RLG, IN FIRST OFFICIAL EXPLANATION FOR ARREST OF 
ROSEMARY CONWAY, SAID THURSDAY SHE'S BEING HELD IN 
POLICE STATION CELL BECAUSE HAS "ENGAGED IN ACTIVITIES 
CONTRARY TO THE NATION AND PEOPLE OF LAOS AND HAS 
ATTEMPTED TO SOW INSTABILITY IN THE KINGDOM" (AP SUN,

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WP, PHINQ). AMEMBASSY VIENTIANE REPORTS NO SUCCESS

15-MINUTE KR-THAI GUNBATTLE TOOK PLACE NEAR ARANYAPRATHET. 

TASS (SAIGON) CLAIMS FIGHTING CONTINUES IN SVN,
